San FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—John W. Mackay, 
was shot this after- 
House in this city 
whose identity 
disclosed. The latter 
‘shot Mr. Mackay in the back. When Mackay 
turned to face his assailant, the latter turned 
the pistol toward himselfand shot, wound- 

ing hiniself, and it is thought fatally. 

Mackay’ée assailant was a man aged abou 
60 years, and is named Ratcliffe. Beyond 
that his identity is not known or his 
motive. He fired one shot at Mackay, 
the bullet entering his back and then 
at once shot himself over the heart and died 
within five minutes. Mr. Mackey was at 
once placed in a carriage and was driven 
away. It is not believed that Mr: Mackay’s 
wound is fatal. 

Mackay has a world-wide reputation as a 
California pioneer and a man of 
wealth and enterprise. Much of 
his time of recent years has 
been spént in Europe, mostly in Paris, where 
his. wife now lives. He is reported to be 
worth something ever $10,000,000. 


POLICY OF DELAY. 


Tactics Adop'e1 by the Opponsnts of the 
Undergrouni Wire Bill. 


JEFFERSON UiTy, Mo., Feb. 24.—The 
Senate Committee on Cities, Towns and 
Villages bad another session last night, but 
never mentioned the Stone underground wire 
bill-which it has in charge, despite the fact 
that the majority and minority reports of the 
special investigating committee sent to st. 
Louls were presented. Senators Lyman, 
Tunnel and Hendrickson seem determined 
not to make any report whatever, and this 


is just what the attorneys and the lobbyists 
of the wire companies want. The committee 
took up.everythieg else before it, but did not 
notice the wire bili, which has already been 
discussed from both sides. 

In the House the Gernez bill providing for 
municipal control of the underground wire 
question was laid over. This is the third time 
this performance has been enacted, and it 

strengthens the argument of Senator Ooch- 

ran that one bill is sometimes aimed to ‘kill 
another. Gernez has done so many queer 
things thus far that his aims and objects are 
regarded with suspicion. The scheme of the 
Western Union, Bell Telephone, Postal and 
all the electrical corporations seems to 
have proved a success. Their game was de- 

lay and they have kept it up to the present 
time. To hold a bill in one branch until it 1s 
too late to pass it in the other is an old 
scheme and such schooled legislators as 
Senators Lyman, Hendrickson, Newberry, 
Stephens and Sebree know how to enact the 
performance. People who expected to hear 
the Lyman Committee decide upon some re- 
port went away disgusted.

A LIBERAL VICTORY. 

Loxpox, Feb. 24.— The Liberals have recap- 
tured Cirencester, Harry L. W. Lawson, the 
Liberal candidate, being elected by a vote of 
4,687 to 4,445 for Col. Chester Master, Conserv- 
ative. In the general election in July, A. B. 
Winterbotham, Liberal, was elected by 4,207 
votes to 4,054 cast for Col. Chester Master. 
After the death of Mr. Winterbotham another 
election was held in Qctober, which was 
sharply contested. T. D. Sullivan, member 
for West Donegal, appeared on the platform 
for the Liberals,and every time he attempted 
to speak someone would ask nim to sing a 
song which he had written a year ago known 
as Dirty Little England.“ Col. Ohester 
Master, who is descended from the rst 
member of Parliament for Cirencester, who 
represented that constituency in the time of 
the Spanish Aramada, was declared elected 
by 4,277 votes to 4,274 for Harry L. W. Lawson. 

The Liberals contested the election, both 
on the ground that the ballots had not been 
counted and on chorges of corruption and 
bribery. Thecourtfound that the charges 
of corruption were not sustained, but ordered 
a new election on the ground that a careful 
recount of all the ballots showed an equal 
number for each candidate. Mr. Lawson 
was thereupon nominated by the Liberals 
and Col, Chester Master by the Conserva- 
tives and Liberal Unionists. The new regis- 
ter showed a decrease of forty-seven voters, 
the total number being 10,048. Great inter- 
est was felt in the election on account of its 
being held after the Irish home rule bill -had 
been fully launched, 

Mr. Lawson declared himself in favor of 
Irish home rule and also drew attention to 
the fact that Mr. Gladstone’s government 
proposed to devote special attention to the 
interests of rural poor, and tocreate parish 


or district councils, and give the laborer ac- 


cess tothe lands on fair terms. The liquor 
dealing interest made vigorous efforts in sup- 
port of the conservative candidate, who was 


also sustained by their friends. ne victor

The Trust Investigaticn Proceeds Slowly 
—Housp Legis‘ation. 
Wasninetor, D. O., Feb. 24.—Lewis 
Abraham, a Washington lawyer, to-day tes- 
tified before the committee investigating the 
whiskey trust, that the adulteration and 
sale of i imitation goods was on 
the increase.

INCANDESCENT LAMP QUESTION 


The Principal Issue Before the Forth - 
coming Electric Convention. 

The approaching convention of the 
National Electric Light Association, which 
opens inst. Louis on Feb. 28, is admitted by 
elecrical people everywhere as certain to be 
one of the most important meetings that the 
association has ever held. The question 
which dwarfs all others before the conven- 


tion is the present complicated condition of 
the incandescent lamp market. 

Fortified by the decision of the United 
States Court of Appeals sustaining the valid- 
ity of the Edison patent, the General Electric 
Co. (the ‘‘electric trust’’) has succeeded in 
closing all the leading incandescent lamp 
factories of the country except five or six. 
The General Electric Co, has already, it is 
alleged, served outside companies with 
notice that it will not supply them, and un- 
less some of the factories now closed are 
opened, itis said that it will be utterly im- 
possible to supply the large and constantly 
increasing demand for incandescent lamps. 
In this city two factories have been ciosed, 
the Columbia by injunction and the Ameri- 
can for other reasons. 

When the Sunbeam company of Chicago was 
closed by the General Electric Co. the latter 
refused to supply the National Construction 
Co. of the World’s Fair city with lamps. 
The National Electric Construction Co. ap- 
plied to the courts for relief, and Juage 
Grasscup inthe United States Circuit Court 
decided that if the Edison company could not 
supply the National with lamps he would see 
that the latter obtained lamps from the 
same source. He would release the Sunbeam 
company to the extent of allowing them to fill 
the National company’s orders. e General 
Electric Co. then demanded 59 cents a lamp 
but when the National com y threatene 
to again go into court the General company 
agreed to supply ali the lamps needed at 42 
cents each, the price fixed by the Court. This 
is taken as an evidence that the courts will 
not permit the trust to run things with too 
high a hand and prostrate business. 

‘he Edison patents will soon expire, and 
the trust to obtain a monopoly of the bust- 
ness is endeavoring to close all factories and 
force all plants to abolish any other system 
they may now be using and adopt the Thom- 
son-Houston system and tocontract to buy 
tneir lamps from the trust at stated figures 
for ten years to come.

THE SPRING WHEAT COMBINE 


An Association to Regulate Prices and 
Output of Mills. 


MANKATO, Minn., Feb. 24.—The Spring 
Wheat Millers’ Association is now in opera- 
tion. It has at present a membership of 
several hundred millers, representing a 
dally output of flour reaching into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of barrels. The States 
covered are Minnesota, North Dakota, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Northern Illinois and the spring 


wheat milis of Buffalo, Rochester and Niag- 
ara Falls. The conception of a combine 
dates from the organization of the Southern 
Minnesota Millers’ Association here three or 
four yearsago. The principal object of that 
association wasto fix the minimum price at 
which flour should be sold. So successful 
were its workings that the majority of the 

eat mills of Minneapolis needed little so- 
icitation to fall into line. 

Then agents were sent all over the country 
to work up the trustinterests. Three meet- 
ings were held in December, twoof them 4 
Chicago, which finally got nearly every mi 
from Duluth to Boston in the bine, in- 
cluding the dig comterns at Buffalo, 
Rochester and other New York centers. 

A. Sammis was made President. The head- 

uarters of the association was in the Corn 
ixchange, Minneapolis. The minimum 
rates for flour havefalready been established. 
A cutting of rates subjecta the offender 
to a heavy fine. fforts are being 
made now to induce New York and Brooklyn 
millers to join the combine. Should the spring 
wheat dealers’ combine prove a success 
there is little doubt that the winter wheat 
dealers, who constitute an equally powerful 
branch of milling, would or in like 
manner. The regulation of the output, if 
found practical, will doubtless be the second 
step en by the organization. With the 
minimum price of the product fixed, and 
the output regulated the maximum price of 
the flour would regulate itselfin a way that 
wee id prove eminently satisfactory to the 
miller.

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GOV. STONE’S CHALLENGE. 


Gov. Stone has opened a big question in 
his message to the State Legislature recom- 


usurpation’’ by Federal Courts in disre- 
garding the constitution and laws of the 
State and in ‘‘dominating and overriding 
the authorities of the State.’’ It is a ques- 
tion which profoundly concerns the sov- 
ereignty of the States within their proper 
sphere, and the constitutional relations 
ot State and Federal authority, and 
the issue is made by the Governor with a 
courage and ability that cannot fail to 
command the earnest attention of the 


whole country. 

Fortunately, the case which serves as 
the basis of this protesting message—the 
imprisonment of the Judges of the County 
Court of St. Clair County for refusing to 
obey the orders of the United States 
District Court to levy a tax for the 
payment of judgments rendered on cer- 
tain railroad construction wonds—sharply 
and clearly embodies the points at issue. 
The St. Clair County Judges cannot obey 
the order of the United States Court with- 
out overriding the will of the people, de- 
fying the authority of the State Supreme 
Court and violating the constitution of the 
State. It presents no points of conflict be- 
tween the State constitution and laws and 
the Federal constitution and laws, and 
hence the action of the Federal Court is 
plainly an attempt to enforce State laws 
and interfere with purely local matters in 
defiance of the constitution and authority 
of the State. 

The logical consequences of such inter- 
ference are manifest. If the State 
authority resists, conflict is inevitable, 
and if it yields all State rights are 
abrogated and the lines of State sov- 
ereignty are obliterated. If the Federal 
Court can disregard State authority in 
matters in which the Federal laws and con- 
stitution are not involved the Federal 
authority is supreme in all things. 

Gov, Stone’s message contains a thor- 
ough exposition of the insidious advances 
of this encroachment upon State rights 
by the Federal courts and an able argu- 
ment against it. His courageoys wisdom 
in seizing an excellent opportunity to 
challenge such encroachment and call the 
attention of Congress and the people to it 
and to the wrongs and dangers it involves 
is to be commended. If the States are to 
have any rights which the Federal author- 
ity is bound to respect now is the time to 
take action towards preserving them from 
total destruction by judicial usurpation,

There isa conflict between State law and 
Federal authority on the subject, and ap- 
parently there is no solution of the diffi- 
culty save that suggested by the Governor.

Such organizations are 
not made, but grow, as the history of 
railway consolidations and pools has well 
demonstratéd. It has been their fate to go 
to pieces of their own weight whenever 
too much is attempted at once, but where 
the aggregation is the result of steady 
growth from small beginnings it is géner- 
ally too strong to be assailed.

Court of Iowa had held that the law under 
which the ponds were issued was unconsti- 
tutional, but the Federal Courts, overturn-

vaslon is made in a case where thereis no pretense 
that the State Constitution, as thus eon ‘ 
any infraction ofthe laws or Constitution of the 
United States. 


The next important step in what Justice 
Miller denominates this march of judicial 
usurpation was taken in 1867, in the case of 
Riggs vs. Jonnson County, 6 Wallace, 166. 
This was the greatest stride of all up to that 
date, Johnson County, Io,, had issued 
bonds in aid of a railroad. The Supreme 
Court of the State held the law under which 
the bonds were issued to be unconstitutional, 
An injunction had been issued by the State 
Court and served on the County Commission- 
ers, forbidding and n them from 
levying any tax to pay the bonds, Suits 
were brought on the bonds in the Federal 
court, and that court, disregarding the de- 
cision of the State court, held the law con- 
stitutional and the bonds valid. To epforce 
the judgment thus rendered a mandamus 
was issued commanding the County Com- 
missioners to levy a tax, notwithstanding 
the injunction resting upon them from the 
State court. The United States Supreme 
Court held thatthe injunction was no pro- 
tection to the commissioners, but that they 
should opey the mandamus of the Federal 
court, although in doing so they rendered 
themselves liable to attachment and punish- 
ment for contempt for violating the injunc- 
tion. Again, Justice Miller rendered an able 

d exhaustive dissenting opinion, in which 

® was sustained by Chief Justice Chake and 
Justice Grier. It would be well if this great 
opinion of this great constitutional lawyer 
could de read by every lover of liberty in the 


Republic,

nor is there need thatI should. Step step 
this usurpation of power by the Fede judi- 
clary has ee. until now we find that the 
Judges of the county courts of Missouri are 
imprisoned because they decline to obey an 
order which commands them to do an act in 
violation of the laws of the State, declared 
by these laws to be a criminal act, and one 
which our Supreme Court hoids they have no 
authority to perform, and the doing of which 
would subject them to heavy fines and 
penalties. And these are the purely local 
officers of the State, 7 their offices 
solely by the authority of the State, existing 
only for the purpose of conducting the ma- 
chinery of local government. Thisis inand 
of itself an absolute subversion of all State 
power and all pretense of State sovereignty. 
And though it comes with the sanction of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, I be- 
lieve it is likewise subversive of the Con- 
stitution of the country, Inone of the cases 
to which I have alluded, Justice Miller said: 

With all the respect which I have for this court 
and for my brethren who differ with me, I take the 
liberty of saying it has no right to get aside all pre- 
ecedentand disregard established rules in the be- 
lief, however confidently entertained, thai it ts done 
im the cause of justice. 

The division line between Federal and State 
powers ought not to be obscure. It ls reason- 
ably clear. As late ag 1870 the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the case of 
Oollector vs. Day, 11 Wallace, 124, said: 

The General Government gud the State, although 
within the same territorial limits, are separate sod

The former in its appropriate sphere is 
supreme; but the States within the limits of their 
powers not granted, or in the longuage of the tenth 
amendinent, reserved, are as independent of the 
Federal Government as that Government, in its 
sphere, is independent of tne states.

The Hawthorne Magnate fays His People 
Will Fight Tooth*ind N t:—Ed Futler 
as a Champion of Morslity—Mitchell 
and Brady Have a Quiet Understand - 
ing—Geceral — wows. 


The war between the East Side track and 
the St. Louis Jockey Club is on in earnest. 
Joseph Ullman, the Hawthorne racing mag- 
nate, came to town this morning and made 
the oficial declaration of war. Joe says it is 
a war tothe death and his people will fight 
tooth and nal. We have not been treated 
right bythe Fair Ground people, said Un- 
man, and we win pay them back in their 
own coin. Last year we closed up during the 
Jockey Club’s meeting and seven of our book- 
makers came over to the track and turned 
m fully: $40,000 to the association. 
We made an agreemént to stand by 
each other and now what do we get in re- 
turn. A law that will take. away our excuse 
for existence. Well, wecan fight, In the 
first place we have got $2,000,000. That’s our 
ammunition to start with and I think we can 
‘hold out just as long as the other people. We 
will throw our grounds open to the public 
and bring them over on free trains. We will 
make our purses and overnight handicaps 
just as valuable as those at the Fair Grounds, 
On each losing ticket on the foreign book 5 
per cent of the amount invested will be re- 
funded. If the Illinois law goes back on us 
we will buy the old tobacco warehouse and 

run street car horses for $10 purses and 
get our foreign book working. If 
they think we won't fight them 
for ‘springing this new bill they are 
mistaken... I've won every fight Lever went 
into andIthink I' win this. I could stand 
giving them the time for their spring meet - 
ing, but I understand that Frank Shaw has 
made them an offer of $100,000 for the track 
after their spring and summer meeting in 
event of their law being passed. Nowl want 
to know after that, who started this fght?’’ 
Then Mr. Uliman paused for breath. _ 

Secretary Bellairs of the St. Louis Jockey 
Club is not disturbed by the threatened clash 
of dates. All we want is the privilege to 
sell pools on foreign races just the 
same as the tracks in other States 
have. The law is constitutional and 
does not favor pool-rooms. Weare not both- 
ering our heads about the threatened war. 
The only thing objectionable in their attack 
on us is the bigh moral standpoint from 
which they judge our action. They say, 
rather Mr. Ed Butler who does the talking 
for them de fore the Legislature says, 
that this law will open all the pool- 
and in the interest of morality it 
should not be passed. Well, it would not 
open the pool- rooms; high legal authority 
and the decisions in other States prove that 
it would not; but what right has Ed Butler 
to pose ona moral platform? Why, he gets 
10 per cent of the earnings of that track, and 
goes over there every Saturday to collect his 
check. He secured their franchise for them; 
he leased them their ground which he 
procured from the Wiggins Ferry Co.; he 
secured them their railroad conveniences, 
and he placated every interest that wus hos 
tile to them. For this he receives 10 per cent 
of the earnings of atrack that has an unen- 
viable record for subsidizing. His interest 
in public morality is centered on that 10 per 
cent dividend.’’
